CAMBODIAN SITUATIONER 

1. THE VILLAGE OF KAMPANG IN THE PURSAT REGION WAS 
OCCUPIED BY COMMUNIST TROOPS FOR SIX TO EIGHT HOURS 
SUNDAY NIGHT AND MONDAY MORNING. WHEN THE ENEMY WITHDREW, 
THEY LEFT 100 HOUSES BURNED TO THE GROUND AND ONE INFANT 
CHILD BADLY BURNED. ANOTHER CIVILIAN WAS KILLED DURING 

THE OCCUPATION OF THE VILLAGE. 

2. IN ANOTHER INCIDENT AT SAMRANG BAK NEAR BATTAMBANG, 

ENEMY FORCES TEMPORARILY OCCUPIED THE VILLAGE MONDAY. 

WHEN THEY LEFT, THEY TOOK WITH THEM 40 FAMILIES AFTER 
BURNING 80 HOUSES AND KILLING THE VILLAGERS' LIVESTOCK. 

IN THE FIGHTING AT THE VILLAGE, FANK DEFENDERS HAD LIGHT TO 
MODERATE CASUALTIES WHILE THE ENEMY LEFT FOUR DEAD BEHIND. 
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3. A TEN-SHIP MEKONG CONVOY ARRIVED SAFELY IN PHNOM 
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PENH PORT MONDAY AFTERNOON AFTER TWO MINOR ENEMY ATTACKS 
EN ROUTE WHICH CAUSED NO SIGNIFICANT DAMAGE OR CASUALTIES. 

IT CARRIED MORE THAN 8,000 TONS OF RICE AS WELL AS 
MILITARY SUPPLIES. THE KHMER AIR FORCE AND NAVY PROVIDED 
PROTECTION FOR THE CONVOY ON THE TRIP FROM SOUTH VIETNAMESE 
WATERS. 

4. FIGHTING CONTINUED ON SEVERAL FRONTS NEAR PHNOM PENH 
MONDAY WITH LITTLE CHANGE IN THE GENERAL SITUATION. IN THE 
MOST SIGNIFICANT ACTION REPORTED, FANK FORCES MET AN ENEMY 
ATTACK JUST AFTER MIDNIGHT MONDAY ON THE EAST BANK OF THE 
TONLE SAP OPPOSITE PREK PHNOU AND KILLED THIRTEEN OF THE 
ENEMY WHILE SUFFERING ONLY LIGHT LOSSES THEMSELVES. IN OTHER 
ACTION IN THE 7TH DIVISION AREA NORTHWEST OF THE CAPITAL, FANK 
REPORTS AS ADDITIONAL SIX ENEMY SOLDIERS KILLED IN ONE ENGAGEMENT. 

5. FANK ATTACKS ON THE SOUTHERN PREK THANAOT FRONT MADE 
LITTLE PROGRESS MONDAY AGAINST STRONG ENEMY RESISTANCE. 

SCATTERED ENEMY ATTACKS BY FIRE WERE REPORTED ALL 

ALONG THE SOUTHERN FRONT WITH ONLY LIGHT FANK CASUALTIES 

NOTED. AN OFFENSIVE MANEUVER BY FANK FORCES IN THE 

SOUTHWEST SECTOR RESULTED IN INITIAL GAINS AGAINST 

ENEMY FORCES SOUTH OF ROUTE 201. THE ATTACK WAS CONTINUING 

EARLY TUESDAY MORNING AS ENEMY RESISTANCE INCREASED IN INTENSITY. 

6. ELSEWHERE IN THE REPUBLIC, ENEMY ACTIVITY WAS 

CONFINED LARGELY TO MORTAR AND AUTOMATIC WEAPONS ATTACKS 
AGAINST WIDELY SCATTERED GOVERNMENT POSITIONS. SUNDAY 
NIGHT, 10 ROUNDS OF 105MM HOWITZER SHELLS HIT TAKEO SOUTH 
OF PHNOM PENH WITHOUT CAUSING ANY CASUALTIES OR DAMAGE. 

AND IN TWO ENGAGEMENTS WITH THE ENEMY NEAR KOMPONG THOM 
MONDAY, TWO ENEMY PRISONERS WERE TAKEN. 
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
